Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an ultrasonic 
medical treatment having an end effector with a transducer assembly having at least one transducer element adapted for emitting 
medical treatment ultrasound waves and for emitting mechanical waves and having at least three receivers spaced apart from the 
transducer assembly wherein the receivers are adapted to receive the emitted mechanical waves in locating the position of the 
transducer assembly.
